Aside from the considerable eco- 
nomy to be effected, other advantag- 
es would be a more equalized assess- 
ment and a more equalized tax bur- 
len, ‘and a more uniform system of 
road building.

until a century ago, when they were 
suppressed——plundering pirates ruled 
the Mediterranean and struck terror 
to the hearts of the whole civilizea 
world, 

Next we sailed to Tunie. Nothing 
‘particular interesting thera except it; PHONE 87—147 
ia noted for its fine perfume. Also an 
handiwork, such as lace, rugs and 
many other articles made by hand. 

The next place was Carthage—one 
time the mistress of the Mediterran- 
ean, where Hannibal swore eternal 
enmity against: the Romans and led 
forth his host in that famous military 
expedition now familiar to every 
school child. 

We visited the cathedral whici 
still stands on its high hill top tri- 
umphantly over-looking the ruins of 
the Pagan city and from the uncover- 
ed fragments of theatres and the un- 
earthed relics stored away in muse- 
ums nearby we can picture in our 
imagination the daily life of the old 
Carthaginians. 

Our ‘next place was the island of 
Malta, the scene éf Paul's shipwreck 
and the headquarters of the Knights 
of St. John; an island that was pos- 
sessed at one time or another by al- 
most all the ruling races of the 
world, _ Its religious and historical 
fmportance; its uneaualed beauty of 
scenery; its fascinating shops ana 
romantic old castles combined to give 
it an unusually varied interest. 

In Valetta we wandered down steep 
little blue 
balconies overhang the sidewalks. 
Herds of goats were being milked in 
the streets by beautiful women, wear- 
ing black sunbonnets and long flow- 
ing capes. In some places the men 
were better looking than the women, 
but those women. surely had it on 
them for looks in this place, 

We visited the Governor's Palace 
with its anmory hall, which contains 
an interesting collection of old armor 
and other relics and trophies. It is 
the oldest religious stronghold of the 
Crusaders of The Church of St: John 
and is marvelous with its beautiful 
carved altars, marble memorials and 
lovely floors. It has a solid mosaic 
of four “hundred slabs to honor the 
Knights of St. John and is one of the 
most remarkable and lavishly decor- 
ated buildings in Europe, it is said. 

After two nights and a day sailing

REGULATIONS MADE FOR 
UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF 

The following notice with regard to 
the unemployment relief provisions 
has been sent out by A. A. Mac- 
kenzie, supervisor of charity and 
relief; 

To the Issuing Authorities, Un- 
employment Relief, in Municipal 
Districts, Improvement Districts, 
Cities of Wetaskiwin and Red Deer, 
Towns and Villages: 

As a temporary measure, while it 
is necessary to grant Unemployment 
Relief, the Government considers it 
advisable for mumicipalities partici- 
pating in the distribution of Unem- 
ployment ReHef, under Federal and 
Provincial Afrangements, that “Resi- 
dence” shall mean:—An applicant 


must have resided in the municipality , 


period of one year before the muni- 
cipality is responsible for, Unemploy- 
ment Relief. This ruling to be 
effective as from the 1st of May 1932. 

Ordinary causes of indigents or 
charity (i.e. those who are not classt- 
fied “Unemployment Relief”), re- 
quiring maintenance or medical treat- 
ment, are not affected by this ar- 
rangement. Any responsibility re- 
specting them would be determined 
the Statutes of the Province.

This action is taken to prevent 
unemployed from moving to other 
parts of the Province, as cases are 
continually being reported where 
families are exhausting their avail- 
able funds to provide transportation, 
and immediately applying for velief 
in a district where they have not 
established residence. Municipalities 
should make it known to their resi- 
dents that if they move to the cities 
or from the district that mo relief 
will be granted—A. A. Mackenzie.
